In 
spite of ‘this, our annual water 
deficit, or over-consumption, 
amounts to some 150-160 m.cu.m.

But consumption also goes 
on increasing as our living 
standards improve." 

When would we reach the limit 
of our resources, I asked, 

“We have already reached it. 
We can still ‘develop’ — sa: 
by 1985—an additional 400-500 
m.cu.m. per year, including sew- 
age recycling, We pre now pro- 
ducing some 1,500 'm.cu.m. per 
year. We will thug be able to 
add slightly less than one third 
to the overall total. But, as I 
said, this is the plan up to 1085, 
and I am still not sure whether 
we will be able to recycle all 
the waste.” 

“Taking the present increase 
in consumption into account — 
and it’s about 3m.cum. a year 


— most of this additional pro- ; 


duction capacity will be ‘spoken 
for without adding anything to 
the agricultural sector. We must 
try to produce this additional 
quantity as soon as possible in

“We have had a constant ne- 
gative balance ever since our 
last water surplus of 1964.

love and disappolntment affect his 
very well-bred characters juat Hke 
the rest of us groundlings.

Here is the narrator Nick Jenkins 
on his father: “He never stood in 
front of the Mona Lisa without re- 
marking that, in the eyes of tri- 
vial people, the chief interest of 
Leonardo's masterpiece was to have 
once been stolen from the Louvre;

vour.” Or: “If not exactly the daily 
meat of the columnist, Louis Glo- 
ber was a reasonably tasty gnack, 
always, available on the back shelf 
of the larder, where public perso- 
nalities of a minor sort are stored 
in case of nead. He waa neither 
dished up too often to cause surfeit, 
nor left too loag on ice to become 
stale.

The above two extracts are a fair 
sampling of Powell's wit, and per- 
heaps he really is suitable only for 
the epicure. Yet, in spite of the 
above, “Temporary Kings” struck me 
at first reading as baalcally tragic, 
On a second reading, I appreciated 
the humour more — perhaps, like 
all good things, it takes time to 
appreciate. The characters that have 
appeared in previous volumes-——Wid- 
merpool, his outrageous wife, Pa- 
mela, Jenkins the narrator, their 
frienda and colleagues are, one feels, 
edging towards a climax, or, to put 
it another way, coming to the end 
of their tether. Powell has sn un- 
canny ability to make their Itves 
into a ballet — the dancers come 
together, form an ensemble, changes 
partners, leave the stage, re-enter, 
and underneath all the metamor- 
phoses and apparently light and tri- 
vial happenings can be heard a re- 
gular muffied rhythm, “the sad mu- 
aic of a distant drum,” beating out 
the passing of time. 


One never quite knows how Powell” 


accomplishes this; he is such a 
superb craftemat that one can never 
put one’s finger straight on the 
means. For instance, at the end of

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|THE LEGACY OF 
| Alfred Bernheim | 


ALFRED BERNHEIM, Iurael's 
first and greatest portrait pho- 
tographer, was interviewed short- 
iy before he died ast month after 
a long illness. 

His legacy over five decades is 
a sericea of portraits of Israel's 
greats, caught in poses that ox- 
ress the essence of what each 
individual represented. 

There is philosopher Martin 
Buber with his __ brooding, 
thoughtful eyes; the dreaming 
skyward gave and set jaw_ of 
former Primo Minister Dayld Ben- 
Gurion; the impish, _life-loving 
smite of artist Marc Chagall; the 
austere intellect of former Pre- 
miler Moshe Sharett, and all 
the other leaders whose names 
are familiar, plug some who ro- 
main famous or respected only 
in small specialized cireles. 

Bernheim saw himself os “a 
portrait artist avon if my task is 
to take pictures of a tree, a 
building, or — a stone.” Ho had 
taken pictures in Israe! since the 
week he immigrated to Palestine 
in 1934. “I never did anything 
else,” he said. 


BACK IN HIS native Karlsnzhe, 
Germany, Bernheim cvolved to 
photography through his interest 
in art, Photo; raphy then was an 
affalr of bulky boxes, clumsy 
tripods and, he recalled, “Since 
an exposure fasted tan seconds, 
to do a portrait, you had to 
hold the subject’s head still with 
a one 

ba ose days, people still 
felt they were being painted,” 
he added, “and for ἃ -photograph 
they would don top hata and 
fancy silks.” 

He always welcomed innova-

tions, including the advent of col- 
our, and the 35 mm. Lelea camera. 

“I always preferred large 
cameras," he sald. ‘Because δὰ 
can never get the same kind ΟἹ 
detail with a Leica. But the 
Leica changed people's ideas of 
portrait making, it relaxes them 
and made taking their pietures 
acem less momentous events, as 
it could be done with tho mere 
click of a button.” 

The closest he got to senti- 
mentality was when he discussed 
belny a life-long Zionist, and a 
1934 immigrant. “As an old 
Zionist" — he repeated this self- 
description lovingly — “IT had 
heard of the Bezalel Museum in 
Jerusalem. So one of the first 
things I did was to drop in. 
The director, a man named Mor- 
dechal Narkiss, didn't seem sur- 
prised by my visit. He just said: 
‘Photographer? Oh, good that you 
came. We need pietures of this, 
and thig and this..,'” 

From hia work with the Be- 
zalel Museum, Bernheim began 
working for architect Erich Men- 
delsohn, the man designing the 
Hebrew University on Mt, Scopus. 
“Every day, I would walk from 
my studio — around the corner 
from Bozale! and near the old 
Knesset — in raln or snow or 
the hot khamsin desert winds. I 
carried a heavy box camera over 
my shoulder, all the way up to 
Mt. Scopus to photograph the 
buildings.” ὁ 


HIS FIRST PORTRAIT of a well- 
known Jernsalemite wag of Goldie 


Joseph — wife of Dov Joseph, 
governor-to-be of the city. "She 
was such a beautiful woman, a 
leasure to photograph,” Bern- 
heim said. "In those days, I was 
charging something like ten 
piastres for a picture, But then, 
you could buy a meal for three 
piastres.” 

Ag the artist-photographer built 
his reputation over the years, 
his basement studio became a 
Jervaalem institution, and it 
seemed only natural that Bern- 
helm was called upon for almost 
all “official portraits, ‘The 
easiest to do was Henrietta Szold. 
She liked the jcture = very 
much, but the Hadassah womon 
rejected it. They said it made 
her look too old, She was 75. 
But the government chose my 
portrait for an official postage 
stamp ‘honourlng the lady. 

“Agnon was probably my hard- 
est subject, 

“The man was not picture-mind- 
ed. In front of the camera, Agnon 
just froze. My assistant was Ri- 
earda Schwerin — who's ‘heen 
also my student for many, many 
years, and now inherits my 
studio — and she finally thought 
of a way to make the great 
writer thaw before the lens, She 
asked Agnon to tell us some 
stories, His face came alive, and 
his ‘hands were moving. But 
whenever he saw me pet near 
the camera, he froze again. 

“In the end, we played. a trick 
on him. I connected: a very long 
trigger-cable to the camera. Then 
Ι stood in a corner of the room, 
clicking the shutter without ap- 
proaching the camera, Agnon 
never noticed.”
